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PLANT-QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS 

OF 

IRAN  (PERSIA) 

Authorized  Ports  of  Entry- 
Article  3  of  the  Decision  of  the  Council  of  Ministers, 
No.  7876,  January  1-2,  1936,  stated  that  the  frontier  offices 
at  which  plant  material  will  be  inspected  and  through  which 
it  may  he  imported  will  "be  designated  "by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  (see  p.  1,  B.E.P.Q,. — 449). 

According  to  a  despatch  from  the  American  Charge'  d 
Affaires  a. i.,  dated  April  1,  1938,  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture of  Iran  has  designated  Bandar  Pahlevi,  Khorramshchr , 
Bushire,  and  Khosrovi  as  frontier  ports  of  entry  and  inspec- 
tion for  plant  material  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  article 
3. 
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
